Coffee  is  n  most  importaut  nrtich 
of  diet  for  soldiers,  uot  only  is  it  invig- 
orating, without  producing  subsequent 
collapse,  but  tho  hot  infusion  is  nlmost 
cquubly  serviceable  against  buth  cold 
nnd  heat ;  in  the  one  ease  tho  warmth  of 
infusion,  iu  the  other  the  action  of  tho 
8ldn,  being  useful ;  while  iu  both  cases 
the  nervous  simulation  is  vory  desirn- 
blp.  Dr.  Hoekcr  tells  us  that  iu  tho 
Antartic  Expaditiou  tbo  men  all  pre- 
ferred coffeo  to  spirits,  aud  this  wns  tho 
case  ia  iho  Sehloswig-IIolstciu  war  of 
1849." 

"Thoso  who  uso  coffee  fiud  that  dur- 
ing active  exorcise  tho  destructiou  of 
tissue  is  prevented,  nad  thut  there  is 
less  demand  for  food ;  in  fuct,  with  n 
maximum  of  work  to  bcrform,  and  a 
minimum  of  food  lo  accomplish  it, 
will  best  sustain  his  vital  power  w 
resorts  uow  and  theu  lo  a  cup  of  ten 
coffee.    Hence  its  vnluc  as  a  means 
economizing  food,  and  honeo  its  iiapor- 
lauce  lo  tho  poor  laboriug  man, 
many  of  our  large  merchant  ships  tho 
crews  arc  onjjaged  ou  the  conditiou  that 
coffee  shall  take  tho  placo  of  grog 
thoie  captaius  who  aro  careful  of  tho 

them  warm  coffeo  before 
after  they  have  bcou  aloft  in  the  cold 
aad  stormy  weather — a  practico  which 
cannot  ho  too  much  over  vnlued.

A  General  Park  Law. 

Tho  Committee  on  Towns  reported 
Iho  House  n  bill  providing  that  any  oily 
or  town  mny  create  for  ilsclf,  by  a  twi 
thirds  vole  of  all  thoso  voting  on  tl 
aiatlsr,  u  Bonrd  of  Pnrk  Commissioner! 
Hint  tor  n  city  to  number  five,  Hint  ior 
towa  to  havo  three  mombcrs.  Each  such 
bonrd  shall  havo  power  to  locate  within 
tho  limits  of  their  respective  towns 
cities  one  or  moro  public  parks,  and 
for  that  purpose  from  timo  to  timo  to 
take  in  fee,  by  purchaso,  gift,  devise 
otherwise,  any  aud  nil  such  lands 
they  may  doom  dosirablc  thcrfor,  or  to 
lake  bonds  for  tho  conveyance  thorcofto 
their  respective  towns  or  cities  ;  to  lay 
out  and  improve  such  pnrk  or  parki 
aud  govern  nud    regulate  their  man- 
agement.   These   boards,  when  lhcy 
tako  lands  for  park  purposes,  are  within 
sixty  dnys  thereafter  to  file  a  dcseripti__ 
thorcof  in  the  office  of  the  appropriate- 
Registrar  of  Dcods.  They 
mate  and  determine  all  damagos  done 
by  their  acts  as  Pnrk  Commissionors 
but  from  such  decisions  nn  nppcal  may 
bo  madoto  a  jury  of  tbo  Superior  Court. 
Tho  loo  of  nil  lnnds  taken  by  tbom  shall 
vest  in  their  repcetivo  cities  or  towns 
nnd  nny  town  or  city,  iu  which  such 
park  shall  have  been  laid  out,  may  raise 
by  the  anlc  of  bonds,  nppropriafo  and 
pond  upon  it  such  moucy  as  may  bo 
needed  for  its  iinprovmont,subjcct  how- 
to  the  laws  limitiug  municipal  in- 
debtedness. All  lunds  thus  Uikon  or  hold 
ihall  bo  forever  kept  open  nnd  mniu 
tnined  ns  n  public  park  or  parks.  Nt 
building  covering  moro  than  bix  huu- 
drcd  squnro  feet   shall    be   plnccd  oi 
nllowcd  lo  rcmnin  lhcrcou  ;and  no  street 
or  wny,  and  no  steam  or  horso  railroad 
shall  bo  laid  out  over  uny  portion  ol  nny 
such  purk  without  tho  approval  of  its 
managing  board,  nor  shall  it  bo  used 
for  military  encampments  or  evolutions 
except  in  timo  of  ri( 
hellion  or  war.

Possible  Return  of  the  State 

Prison  to  Boston. 
One  of  tho  problems  that  is  likely  to 
bo  preseutod  to  tho  Legislature  for  so- 
lution is  that  of  tho  return  of  tho  Slnto 
Prison  to  its  old  qunrters  in  tho  Chnrles- 
towu  district.  It  is  said  that  the  Pris- 
on Committco  is  iu  favor  of  such  a 
chango,  and  that  an  ondcavor  is  to  bo 
mndo  to  iuduoo  tho  Gonornl  Court  to 
onncttho  legislatioa  ucccssary  for  its 
being  mode.  Principal  among  the  ob- 
jections to  this  sohomo  is  tho  fuct  thnt 
tho  Stato  has  expended  about  81,300,- 
000  on  tho  Concord  property.  To  abun- 
don  that  proiiorty  or  to  divert  it  to  uses 
othor  than  that  for  which  it  is  now  em- 
ployed would  involvo  tho  loss  of  a  por- 
tion, probably  n  lnrge  portion,  of  this 
sum.  But  it  is  urged,  on  tho  other 
hnnd,  that  about  8200,000  must  bo  ex- 
pended in  construction  nt  Concord,  nnd 
that  tho  snnitnry  condition  of  the  prom- 
ises there  will  hocomo  a  qucstiou  of  lho 
most  serious  character,  ns  iu  drninngo, 
hnving  becu  excluded  Irom  tho  Assn- 
bet  Rivor,  is  now  distributed  ovor  tho 
land  nenr  its  buildings,  which  it  will 
havo  saturated  nnd  rendered  tho 
»  of  nn  inlolcrablo  nuisnnec. 
Moreover,  tho  wnter  supply  of  tho 
prison  is  limited  to  thnt  obtnincd  from 
olls.drivsn  into  the  laud  ou  which 
this  sowago  flows  ;  tho  supply,  there- 
fore, is  certain  lo  becomo  epntnminntcd 
rcry  short  timo.

French  Field  Mice. 
•  Darwin's  now  familiar  paradox,  ;hat 
tho  fertilization  of  certain  flowers  ma; 
depend  upon  the  number  of  cats  ii 
their  neighborhood,  has  an  illustration 
now  in  France,  where  ii  may 
carried  a  step  further.  Any  observer 
who  knows  the  French  rural  districts 
well  must  be  struck  by  ihe  i 
number  of  nionse-holcs  which 
sccu  in  some  places.  The  surface  of 
the  ground  nl  times  has  qnile  ibe  ap- 
pearance of  a  Dei-work  of  little  bur- 
rows, which  il  would  be  impossible  for 
one  of  llie  ficM-becs  required  for  the 
fertilization  of  Sir.  Darwin's  flowers  Io 
a  secure  spot  for  its  nest-  In  lb« 
department  of  the  Aisnc  alone  it  has 
just  been  calculated  by  a  special  com- 
mission thai  Ihesc  field  mice  have  cosl 
the  farmers  no  less  than  thirteen  mil- 
lion francs.  The  climalc  seems  Io  be 
especially  Invorablc  to  these  creatures 
and,  the  population  being,  sparse,  the 
number  of  cals  is  few,  and  the  mice 
increase  and  multiply  boyafitf  belief. 
Arscuic  has  been  tried  in  the  open 
but  the  hares  aud  rabbits  get  killed 
;  aud  now  tho  plan  adopted  is  to 
construct  heaps  of  small  stackc  of 
r,  to  which  the  mice  resort  in  my- 
riads. Thcso  heaps  are  placed  partli 
below  Ibe  level  of  the  ground,  and  se- 
curely packed  aud  covered  iu ;  being 

slnrcd  with  poisoned  beel 
turnips,  autl  cnrrols.  Tins  plan  i$said"

time.  The  raising  of  seeding  plants  in 
bouses  on  a  large  commercial  scale 
compara  lively  new  industry  in  this 
country.  Even  in  the  best  market- 
gardens,  where  plant-bouses,  artificially 
wanned,  are  used,  there  is  still  a  very 
large  percentage  of  waste,*  and  Terr 
few  gardeoets  can  be  found  who  could 
fill  an  order  for  tea  thousand  pleats 
wilhoul  a  large  percentage  of  loss  in 
seeds,  time,  or  labor.  By  the  new 
plan  it  would  seem  that  Ihis  loss  can  be 

In  the  work  examined,  tbe  seedling 
plants  were  in  every  stage  of  growth 
from  germination  op  to  the  con- 
dition whea  they  are  ready  for  a  socarnd 
transplanting.  Tbe  pUnl -house  was  of 
common  spstn-roof  type,  about 
30  1-2  meter?  (100  feet)  long,  aad 
4.80  meters  (16  feet)  wide,  Il  was 
heated  hy  bot-watcr  pipes  in  tbe  ustu 
way.  and  there  were  three  tables — two 
narrow  tables  next  the  side,  and  a 
broad  Uble  in  tbe  center.  In  poinl  oi 
aspect,  ventilation,  etc..  tbe  house  was 
mneb  like  those  used  by  commercial 
gardeners  in  this  country.  The  Uble* 
on  which  the  seeds  are  germinated  were 
next  tbe  side,  over  the  water  pipes,  and 
consisted  of  a  flat  table  or  sbelf  of  slate, 
with  wooden  ealges  10  keep  the  soil  in 
place.  On  ihese.  fine-  soft  loam  was 
laid  about  five  centimeters  (two  iocbes ) 
deep.  Tbe  object  seems  lo  be  merely 
to  give  tbe  plants  a  warm,  moist  sup- 
port, and  to  prevent  Ibe  young  roots 
from  being  burned  by  touching  tbe  bet 
slates  below.  This  loam  is  carefully 
pressed  down  smooth,  so  as  to  have  a 
perfeclly  level  surface.  Over  this  is 
(-surf a  Ily  spread  five  rtiillimeters  (ooe- 
fonrth  i=eh)  of  finely  powered  mq*%si 
This  is  ibe  ordinary  sphagnum  rnoss 
used  by  gardeners,  which  is  found  grow- 
ing wild  in  low.  wel  fields-  It  is  dried 
and  then  run  through  a  sieve  made  of 
motqnito-rietting.  This  reduces 
Ihe  moss  tn  Ibe  condition  of  a  drr, 
dost  Ukc  powvJered  sponge. 
When  this  is  done,  finely  sifted  dry 
loam  is  spread  (orsiftedl  over  the  moss 
to  the  def  th  of  Iwo  cenlimeters  (Ihree- 
fbunhs  of  an  inch),  and  carefully  press- 
ed down  with  smooth  flat  board  held  in 
the  hand.  Tbe  seeds,  whatever  their 
ore  then  spread  evenly  over  the 
surface  of  the  loam.  Hose  or  wide  apart, 
a  -cord in 2  lo  lbc  character  of  ihe  expect- 
ed plant.  Over  tbe  seeds  is  then  sifted 
a  second  layer  of  dry  powilere.1  moss. 
This*  finishes  Ibe  planling.  and  ibe  seeds 
rest  on  the  surface  ol"  a  thin  sheet  of 
loam,  wilh  a  layer  ol"  moss  below  and 
a  blanket  of  moss  above.  Tbe  moss  is 
Iben  gently  and  evenly  pressed  down, 

10  press  ibe  seeds  into  the  roam  wilhoul 
actually  covering  them.  A  supply  of 
waler  from  a  watcring-poi  or  hose  hav- 

uose  finishes  ihe   work.  In 
the  ordinary  methods  of  planting  seeds, 
io  the  field  or  plant  bouse,  the 
seeds  are  covered  more  or  les,-  deep  hy 
c  soil.    The  seed  must  be  in  lbc  dark  ~-* 
it  ja  ill  nol  germinate,  or,  at  lca.»l, 
ill  germinate  badly.    As  ihe  scots 
e  not  all  buried  to  tbe  same  depth, 
those  nearest  in  the  surface  will  start 
first.

Hy  placing  the 
seeds  iu  loam  o\«r  a  layer  of  sponge- 
I he  root  ul  once  finds  water 
held  in  the  moss  which  is  a  partial  oh- 
■t  its'  progress.    The  result  is 
that  the  root  al  once  divi.b-»  into  a 
nuuilicr  of  short  brnuchcsi  forming  a 
tltii  l  mass  or  hunch  nl  roots,  ilxMaad  of 
one  long  root  w  ith  lew  brunches,  and 
thus,  vvbob  the  time  comes  for  trans- 
planting, the  youog  plant  i*  in  the  most 
ravorwbro  condition.    The  plant*  exam- 
ined were  remarkably  healthy  and  in 
precisely  the  same  »lag*  of  growth,  the 
proportion  nf  feeble  ..r  late  plauts  being 
ipnrvuliy  oulv  a  fraction  of  one  per 
nl.    The  system  appeared  t»  l»  cn- 
vly  •ucceasful,  both  iu  a  horticultural 
and  coniiucrcial  souse     No  patent  will 
lie  pluoed  on  the  system ,  u  ihe  inventor
